STANDING FORCES OF FAR EAST 
Re still maintains a force of 

more than 200,000 in Manchuria 

and there are wild rumors and pre- 
dictions of war in the Far East. he 
magazine is piled high, and it needs but 
one spark for an explosion. Russia is 
sore at her defeat by Japan, and Japan 
is still sore and disappointed over being 
buneoed out of her expected indemnity 
by the Treaty of Portsmouth, The Prus- 
sian General von der Boeck admits all 
this, but declares in, the Deutsche Revue 


(Berlin) that there is no immediate 
»vrospect of a rupture. After investigat- 
ing more practical problems, he pro- 


ceeds to give an account of the forces 
the various Powers have on the spot, Of 
Russia’s Asiatie forces he writes: 


‘*Russia continues to maintain in the 
Far East a large part of the forces sent 
there during the war. Posted there, on 
a peace footing, is an army of 200,000 
men, who in the event of war would 
easily be reinforced by 100,000 more, 
This number does not include either the 
garrisons of the fortresses, the reserve 
forees, or the territorial militia, Vladi- 
vostok has been strengthened by new 
fortifications so as to become a strong: 
hold of the first rank. The naval forces 
which Russia maintains in the Far East 
have, however, received but seanty at- 
tention in the way of increase, a natur- 
al consequence of the destruction of the 
Russian fleet in the late war. Altho Rus- 
sia, in case of war, would thus be com- 
elled to confine herself to the defensive, 
it is nevertheless true that Russia’s po- 
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araft Aa inte wun ‘or is not supplanting the horse to ang

ei ne million people, how much wood will we use? Perhaps 
1 § Fad better ask, ‘‘How much wood will wo have left to 
usef’’ For, gentle reader, I have, as yet, only told you part 
of the story. 

During the year 1907 the United States produced haynes 
154,000 feet of lumber, besides lath and shingles, which ring 
the total.up to about 41 billion feet—exactly ton times wha 
Canada produced. The best informed officers in the United 
States Forest Service state that thoir timber is be cut 
three or four times as fast an it is growing, and that at the 
present rate of consumption, it will not last more than 
twenty-five or thirty years. Consequently they are looking 
to us for what they lack. Wo have boasted so long about 
eur ‘‘inexhaustible timber supply’’ that hanay ny ex ex- 
pect to draw upon it when they get hard up. © fact of the 
matter is that we have no accurate knowledge of either the 
acreage or the amount of our timber. In 1891 it was placed 
at 799 million acres. More recent estimates place it at 550 
million, including rahe =a « gaan yet wong Lig 

ntable. su 8 proba confin abou . 
Mok toe rn Se nt Viwweta 500 and 600 
billion feet, board measure. One of our first duties is to 
find out what we have, where it is and to carefully protect 
it from waste. At the present moment there are only six 
nations in a,position to export timber, namely, Canada, the 
United States, Russia, Norway, Sweden, Finland and Austro- 
Hungary, and it cannot be many years before at least two of 
these will prohibit the export of timber. Germany has the best 
system of forest management in the world, yet she is import- 
ing large quantities timber to supply the demands of her 
imereasing population, . 

With the completion of the Grand Trunk Pacific and 
Canadian Northern Railway systems, and the opening of 
the Panama Canal, Canada will be tempted to export vory 
large quantities of timber. Oan she afford to do sof Should 
she not profit by the experience of older nations? About a 
eentury ago Germany found out that she could not continue 
her wasteful methods, and set to work to devise better meth- 
eds. Later she found that she was actually compelled to 
import timber, and is now importing about one-quarter of 
her total consumption, The fact of the matter is, that there 
is a growing scarcity of timber all over thé world. 

In 1906 Sir Dietrich Brandis, the eminent forester of 
British India, wrote our Dominion Superintendent of Fores- 
try, saying: ‘‘I cannot sufficiently urge upon you Canadians 
the necessity of concentrat all your energies upon one 

int, and that is the constitution of as large an area of state 

orests as possible, to. enable Canada to supply permanently 
the greater portion of the coniferous timber imported into 
@reat Britain, Prices will rise steadily, and it is for you in

provided her goverumenta do not lose time in introducing a 
fational system of mg bor forests.’’ This is protty 
straight talk from a maa who knows. It should certainly 
vaise the question. ‘‘What are we going to do about it?’’ 
Shall we continue in out easy-going policy of allowing waste- 
ful methods of lu i exporting raw materials for the 
building up of foreigu industries, and, still worse, the sense- 
Jess destruction of emormous quantities of wood by forest 
fires? Is it not high time that every Canadian citizen who 
takes an intelligent interest in matters pertaining to tho 
building up of this fair Dominion of ours should do all in his 
power to arrest the dissipation of our forest resources? 

Only slowly does it seem to dawn upon us as a nation that 
the loss of our foresté;* without adequate restoration, will be 
the deadliest imaginable blow to our future progress and 
prosperity. All history teaches us that a prosperous nation 
eannot be built up im a desert. It also proves that a people 
eannot continue im power and affluence when the territory 
from which it draws its sustenance shall have receded into 
barrenness by the’ ruthless destruction of the forest cover—. 
by the removal of ‘‘ Natures balance wheel.’’ The forest 
is the most highly organized portion of the vegetable king- 
dom, and its effects upon its surroundings are so important 
and far-reaching that we may well liken it to Nature’s bal- 
ance wheel. By retarding ¢vaporation, checking the effects 
ef drying winds, remdering the soil more porous and fertile, 
retaining the moisture favorable to agriculture, and regulat- 
ing the flow of water in our streams, it is‘an efficient regu- 
lator of many natural phenomena, 


Thus it appears that the value of'the forest does not con- 
sist entirely in its output of lumber and other forest products 
but also in the profits resulting from its regulating influence, 
Not until it has disappeared entirely does mankind seem to 
realize its importance in the household economy of Nature. 
With the disappearance of the forest cover, there ensue the 
disastrous spring freshets, low water at midsummer when it 
is most needed, and the gradual conversion of fertile regions 
into deserts. History furnishes nga examples of this very 
thing, and whole reams might be written upon this phase of 
the subject. Usually more indignation is expressed over the 
felling of a single tree by the roadside, or in an open field, 
than by the wanton destruction of whole acres, yes, even 
square miles, of forest and wooded land, Only a few of the 
rations of the earth seem to realize the necessity of husband- 
ing their timber resources, Resources in land are of a more 
er less permanent nature, and as population increases no 
effort will be spared to bring all that is idle under cultivation, 
With improved methods af coaioutbine, too, the area under 
eultivation will become more and more pfoductive. In the 
same way our forest wealth abould be 80 managed as to yield 
a regular and permanent revenue, Other countries are able to 
do this, so why not Canadaf 


MILLIONS FOR A HOSPITAL 


WO million and a half of dollars for a hospital is to be) 
spent by the Hospital Trust of the city of Toronto, says 
the Canadian Oourier; said money to be expended within 

the next few years on a schome which for magnitude and 

rivate enterprise on a public basis bas no equal in Canada. 
The new public Gemeral Hospital has for two years been un- 
der discussion, It has been looked at from the standpoint 
ef expertism—medical, civic and architectural. Newspapers 
have devoted columns to its advocacy among the citizens, 
some of whom have come forward handsomely—one to the 
tune of a hundred thousand. Delegates have been sent to 
the leading hospital and university centres of the United 
States and Great Britain to profit as much by the experiences 
ef other communities as might be before millions of dollars 
were locked up in a scheme which could never be expected to 
pay a dollar of dividend and would always be contingent upon 
ap element of benevolence for support. 

More than a year ago the Hospital Board with its shrewd 
business chairman, Mr. J. W. Filavelle, bought the-site, eight 
acres in the upper downtown district on College Street. The 
land eost half a million. It is land which up to the present 
has been a shacktown, squalid, microby, and largely unpro 
ductive except on the basis of tonement-house rent. It was 
the upper end of St. John’s Ward, which for years has been 
the civic and housing problom of Toronto; a section which has 
for its western limit a beautiful street, University Avenue,

THE NEW BRITISH LABOR EXOHANGES 


(By H. Linton Eceles, in the Canadian Courier) 


Seg most important attempt—as it is also the first to be 
placed on a national basis—to deal with the tremendous 
problem of un-employment in Britain, is now in working 
order. The attempt takes the form of labor exchanges 
throughout the kingdom, and the idea is founded upon the 
schemes that have been instituted with varied success in Ger- 
many, France, Belgium and Switzerland. 

Altogether no new legislation with such wide aims as this 
has met with less adverse criticism. The general feeling 
throughout the country is that the system must be given a 
fair trial, and that criticism would be much better postponed 
until the new labor exchanges have proved their ineffective- 
ness or otherwise. That, of course, is the only sensible 
attitude to adopt towards a novel institution. 

The new plan of the Government for dealing with the 
out-of-works may be briefly described as having the general 
object of bringing the man who wants to work into touch 
with the employer who has work to offer. For this purpose 
a sub-department of the Board of Trade—of which Mr. Win- 
ston Churchill is president—-has been formed to assume the 
duties of a central board of control.

TO DELIVER THE WORLD FROM WAR / 


M* MAURICE HEWLETT contributes to the Fortnightly 
, Review for February a brief but very forcible paper, 

entitled ‘‘The Liberal Party and Its Future.’’ It is 
the substance of an address delivered to workmen at Leicester 
on January 15th. He tells the working classes ‘‘that you, the 
working men, are masters of England; taking all England 
over you are fifteen or twenty to one.’’ If they are united 
and organized no force in the country can restrain them, save 


Great Britain and Ireland has been divided into eleven indus- 
trial districts, each in charge of a divisional chief. 


These divisions, again, will be sub-divided into a national 
clearing-house, situated in London; ten divisional clearing- 
houses; 32 first-class exchanges for towns of over 100,000 
inhabitants; 43 second-class exchanges for towns of over 50,- 
000 inhabitants; 20 third-qlass exchanges for smaller towns; 
and 20 sub-offices for still smaller districts or urban areas. It 
is estimated that when all these offices are working the annual 
cost will be about $1,000,000 and that between 800 and 1,000 
officials will be employed in the management of them. : 

Naturally, having seen something of the results achieved 
‘yy these labor exchanges on the continent, I was greatly in- 
terested in their somewhat belated establishment in my own 
country, There is oti Py Pap about the idea of the State 
as employment agent in France and Germany and the lesser 
countries, but I was curious to learn how this entirely new 
role now ed, poe by a British Government would be regarded 
by both employers and employees in Britain. With the ob- 
ject, then, of informing myself in this direction, I set out to 
visit some of the exchanges, 

These new State labor agents have no intention of hiding 
their light or their business under a bushel. In plain white 
letters on a green ground, the legend, ‘‘ Board of Trade Labor 
Exchange’’ is painted over the shop. Also a sign hangin 
out over the door reads: ‘‘ EB. R.-Labor Exchange (Boatd o 
Trade).’’ That will do for the outside. Taking your turn in 
the queue, you get inside, and find yourself in what closely 
resembles a penny bank or a branch post-office. There is the 
inevitable counter btween you and the clerks, and the just as 
inevitable grille or wire-work monstrosity on your edge of the 
counter. Evidently these counters were designed not to be 
leant across, but so that the business might be done over them 
as speedily as possible. And that despatch is necessary in 
these first vaye of registering, for there are hundreds, thous- 
ands even, of applicants lining up to have their names put 
down on the registers, One mentally, whilst waiting, figures 
out the proportion of unemployed to. prospective employers. 

Your turn comes, and the official behind the grille puts 
you through a brief catechism—age, trade, where you last 
worked, what you are willing to do, and so on. There is a 
refreshing freedom from red tape and silly, unnecessary 
questions. You are not asked what was the religion of your 
grandmother, or for how many children your step-father 
was responsible, They sensibly ‘‘cut out the cackle,’’ these 
new officials, and ask you only such queries as actually bear 
upon the:immediate business of the moment—to satisfy your 
requirements, if possible. When he has entered his partieu- 
lars the official hands you a eard, stamped with a number and 
marked with an official seal, and says: ‘‘If you are suited 
before this day week, post this card to us and say s0; you 
needn’t put a stamp upon it, If you are not successful eall 
again in seven days.’’ 

The exchanges, it should he explained, are divided into 
three compartments—for employers, male and female em- 
ployees respectively, Nobody pays a cent. Anyone who is 
out of work can go to his or her district exchange and regis- 
ter. The employer can write or telephone, stating his re- 
quirements, Applicants for work are first put on the ‘‘Live 
Register,’’ which is kept for those who have either just regis- 
tered or have renewed their application within a week, not 
having found employment. There is also an ‘‘ Intermediate 
Register,’’ for those whose cards have lapsed during the pre- 
vious fourteen days, or who have been sent after jobs and 
have not informed the Exchange of the result. Another list is 
the ‘‘Dead Register,’’ of people for whom work has been 


found, or who have not renewed their registration for over 
fourteen days. 
What results may be expected. from the new labor ex- 


changes? Well, at any rate, the first will be that they will 
sort out the workers from the shirkers, It will separate the 
genuine workers from the ‘‘won’t works.’’ Previously there 
has been necessarily little true discrimination between the 
two classes, Then, as a matter of course, the skilled worker 
will benefit most. He is the man who has learnt a trade, 
who knows what he can do, He is not one of the nondescript 
class who are ready to ‘‘do anything’’ without being capable 
of doing anything properly. The casual laborer must remain 
an unsolved problem. He is bound always to alternate be 


tween employment and unemployment, He will always. be 
the first to suffer when trade generally is bad. 

The labor exchanges do not pretend to make work; no 
system of offices and officials can create employment. But they 
most certainly can regulate to a large extent the labor market. 
The exchanges can do nothing for the wastrels, the idlers, 
the tramps, the mere nomads of civilization whose business 
in human society, whatever else it may be, is certainly not to 
live as useful members of it, But they will most decidedly 


prove a God-send to the genuine working man for whose labor 
there is a demand, either in his own or some other district. 
Hie, anyhow, will be saved the heart-breaking experience

THE OWL'S SENSITIVE EAR 


OST night-feeding birds, such as the various species of 
wild duck and waders, depend mainly on the sense of 
touch; and although an extraordinary sensitiveness 

must be developed in their bills to enable them to distinguish 
what is edible as they probe or dibble in the ooze, the pro- 
cess is largely mechanical. Owls, however, require the keen- 
est and most mobile perceptions in order to capture the same 
prey of mice and birds in-the dark which kestrels and spar- 
row hawks hunt by day. 

It is probable that they depend even more upon hearing 
than upon sight. The tufts of feathers which distinguish 
the short-eared and long-eared owls, and are developed still 
more imposingly in the great eagle owl of northern Europe, 
are, of course, no more ears than they are horns, but the true 
ears of the owls are most remarkable organs. 

The facial disk of feathers, which gives.them their most 
characteristic appearance, serves as a kind of sounding board 
or ear trumpet to concentrate the slightest sounds and trans- 
mit them to the orifieg of the true ear, which is concealed 
in the small feathers behind the eye. Even in the barn owl, 
which possesses the least complicated arrangement of this 
kind, the orifice of the ear is covered by a remarkable fla 
of the skin; while in the other species there are striking ‘dif- 
ferences in the sizeand shape of this orifice and its covering 
flap on the two sides of the head, 


The exact way in which owls utilize this elaborately 
specialized apparatus has still to be discovered; but it is a 
natural inference that two ears of widely different structure 
must give the owls which possess them a poner of localizing 
sound, which is of the greatest use to them when hunting 
small creatures in the dark. It is, therefore, all the more 
surprising that the barn.owl’s ears have not this difference 
of structure, although the power of instantly locating the 
rustle of the running mouse must be almost indispensable. 

For wey | small birds, which are the especial prey of 
the wood owl, keeness of sight rather than of hearing must 
be necessary, since they are chiefly caught when at roost, 
and the large nocturnal eye is developed in most of the owls 
almost as remarkably as the ear. In the short-eared species, 
the eye is correspondingly reduced. It has also a far less 
conspicuous facial disk, and this might also seem to be natur- 
ally explained as a result of its diurnal habits with the con- 
sequent reduction of the need for acute hearing if it were not 
for the marked difference in the structure of its two ears, 
which is even greater than in the case of the wood owl. 

Owls have a great variety of nocturnal calls and cries. 
They range from the hissing of the young white owls as they 
wait for food, and the low snapping note which often falls 
from the darkness around the tree-teps on silent nights, to the 
brown owl’s fuil-throated tu-whit-tu-whoo and the white 
owl’s wild gereech. Brown owls hoot more persistently in 
autumn and winter than in the summer, and the long-drawn 
ery sounds louder and more resonant from among the naked 
aisles than when it is softened and half stifled , & the roof 
of verdure. The white owl’s screech is heard more seldom, 
but the bird itself is usually more conspicuous than the brown 
owl in a district where they are equally common. 

Its pale plumage often makes it visible in flight by night, 
wholly apart from the disputed question of its occasional 
luminousness, It sometimes flits abroad in the earliest dusk 
of evening, or even in full daylight, while in summer it has 
a characteristic way of flying low above the standing hay 
fields, as if it were a large white moth seeking the clum 
of glimmering moon daisies. Though it glides past like the 
very spirit of silence, a few moments later its yell may ring 
through all the valley. 


PRINTING BY X-RAYS 


HERE is a process of printing by X-rays called typo-radio- 
graphy. One ‘way to prepare the original copy is to 
print the text with adhesive ink and then dust metallic 

powder over it, whieh will remain only on the printed charac- 
ters. 


The copy is next bound up with about fifty thicknesses of 
sensitized paper and subjected te the action of the Rontgen 
tube. Twenty blocks of fifty sheets each, it is claimed, can 
be arranged simultaneously around a single tube, thus produc- 
ing a thousand copies of the original with about ten second’s 
exposure.

|subject Mr, Roesch says: ‘The chance-taker, regardless of 
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only the law of God and the law of nature. But although 
they have this absolute power, they have allowed the House 
of Lords to exist and practically left England to be governed 
by an antiquated, mediaeval, feudal kind of system which 
every other nation but ours has discarded.

I believe, myself, that the mere threat of it would be enough. 
Now, gentlemen, if this is true—and, of course, it is—it seems 
to me a cause in the promotion of which any decent man 
would willingly work until he died. It is a cause in which I 
myself am prepared, without question, to spend the remaining 
years of my own life. I can imagine no greater.’’ 

Mr. Hewlett sums up his case as follows:— 

‘*Let me now state the thing once more in the terms of 
a plain and single issue. The great matter is to prevent any 
money-lender, newspaper owner, or interested politician from 


sending the flower of our manhood to shameful death or 
shameful gon from condemning our women and 
children to miserable bereavement. That’s the crux of the 


matter; and to me it is as plain ad a pikestaff that you can 
prevent such trafficking with human life if you are a united 
party—as hes surely will be.’’ 

This holy work of prevention, as he calls it, is fascinating,

MAIN CAUSE OF RAILWAY ACCIDENTS 


HY so many accidents on our railroads?’’ The answer 
to this question is given by Master Mechanic F. P. 
Roesch, of the El Paso & Southwestern Railroad, in 
one word—‘‘chance-takers.’’ And he says emphatieally that 
the chancg-taker must go; having eliminated him, we shall 
also have done away with our accidents. The fundamental 
cause of railway wrecks, Mr, Roesch told the railway sur- 
eons at their récent annual meeting, is the human element. 
e gives an ‘‘honor list’’ of roads which did not kill a single 
passenger during the last fiscal year, but omits to mention 
the Lackawanna, which has not killed one in ten years. We 
read as follows in Railway and Locomotive Engineering: 

Mr. Roesch said that in former years it was not uncom- 
mon to hear the statement that in proportion to the number 
of men engaged there were more fatalities on American rail- 
ways than in any one battle in the Civil War. At the pres- 
enty time railroads afford greater safety to passengers carried 
by them than by any other means of transportation. 

‘In support of this Mr. Roesch pointed out that the 
Pennsylvania, the Burlington, the Santa Fe, and the Chicago 
& Northwestern ran their passenger trains for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1909, without a single fatality to passengers. In 
1908 the New York City street-cars killed 444 persons and in- 
jured 36,060. With regard to steam railroads very few acci- 
dents can be set down to defective equipment, Railroads are 
still striving to improve conditions further by constantly 
adopting, at enormous outlay and expense, any new equip- 
ment or appliances which have stood the test and are proved 
to be efficient safety-devices. 


‘*When one comes down to the only phase of railroad 
eperetion that so far has been beyond absolute control, tho 
element of human fallibility stands out as-the primary cause 
of accidents in 99 cases out of every 100, The whole matter, 
therefore, in Mr. Roesch’s opinion, resolves itself into a cam- 
paign of education. Every one connected with railroad work 
must be taught that he is a valuable cog in the railway ma- 
chine, and that any failure on his part may jeopardize the 
lives of hundreds, 


‘*Mr, Roesch is emphatic in what he says of how to deal 
On this 


position, must be weeded out, and if he ean not be brought to 
a realization of his responsibility in any other manner, then 
statutory laws should be repr | and enforced, treating the 
proven chance-taker through whose carelussness, indifference, 
or neglect others have been subject to injury, as a convicted 
¢riminal, as much so as one who commits a felonious assault. 
‘* *When men can be taught to realize that indifference 
to the safety of others may in the course of events some time 
place his own life or that of a member of his family in dan. 
er, a longer step will have been taken toward increased safe- 
y than all the mechanical appliances that can possibly be 
adopted,’ ’’

THE DUCHESS OF FIFE IN PRIVATE LIFE 


ROUGH the English Royal Family have been singularly 
rapPy and fortunate in their marriages, none has proved 
happ er than the marriage of the King’s eldest daughter 

and the.Duke of Fife, despite the fact that the Duke is nigh 
seventeen years the senior of her Royal Highness. The mar- 
riage was the outcome of the most spontaneous affection; the 
Duke of Fife had known the Princess since she was a haby, 
for he was an intimate friend of the Royal Family, and war 
specially well liked by His Majesty. 

As the young Princess grew from childhvod into girlhood 

it became evident to those in the immed.ate entourage o 
the Piince of Wales’s household that there was a probability 
of the then Earl of Fife becoming more ¢losely related to the 
Royal Family than by mere ties of friendship, and the Prince 
frankly weleomed the prospect. But an engagement between 
a member of the Royal Family and a subject cannot be lightly 
entered into or ratified all at once. It was necessary that 
the Sovereign should consent to the engagement, and the 
Princess and her lover were kept on tenterhooks some little 
while before Queen Victoria finally decided that the engage- 
ment between them might be announced. 


There was no question at all about the personal liking with 
which all the Royal Family, regarded the Duke of Fife, but 
the point that had to be considered was how far the marria 
of the Heir Apparent’s eldest daughter,to a subject might 
prove generally acceptable to the people of this country. As 
a matter of fact, when the engagement was announced, it be- 
came at once evident. that there was no need to fear for its 
popularity. All sections of the community seemed to think 
it far more fitting that the Princess Royal should ally herself 
in marriage with the head of an ancient and noble house, who 
was also enormously wealthy, than become the consort of some 
foreign, and perhaps needy, prince. 

peo | her many wedding presents, the Princess received 
a diamond bracelet from the wives of the then Cabinet Minis- 
ters; a deputation of these ladies, escorted by Mr. Balfour, 
awaited on the Princess on the day before her marriage to 
present her with the bracelet, which the Princess now con- 
stantly, wears and numbers among her most treasured posses- 
sions. 

The Duke’s best man was, by the way, Lord Farquhar, 
then Mr. Horace Farquhar, a solitary commoner amidst. a 
crowd of titled personages, most of whom were Royalties. The 
Duchess of Fife ever since her marriage has led a singular! 
simple and very happy life. When a Princess marries it is 
customary for her to have an official household of her own and 
to appoint a certain number of ladies-in-waiting. But the 
Duchess of Fife expressly desired that after her marriage she 
should not be under the necessity of having a ‘‘household’’ 
in the sense that the word is understood at Court, and she did 
not appoint any lady-in-waiting, 

It would be, however, contrary to etiquette for the daugh- 
ter of the Sovereign to attend any public or even large social 
function unattended, but when the Duchess of Fife does so, 
she gets over this difficulty quite easily by asking some one

Her Royal Highness spendé a great deal of her 
time at Mar Lodge, where her two children, the Princesses 
Alexandra and Maud, lived almost altogether until they had 
reached the ages of seven and eight. 


The Princesses have been brought up in quite a simple 
manner; they both occupied the same sleeping apartment for 
many years and had only the services of one maid. The 
Duchess of Fife, by the way, and her two sisters, in the days 
of their early girlhood, u all to sleep in the same room at 
Sandrifgham, : 

Once when the Princesses were giving a ehildren’s enter- 
tainment, the Princess Madd was attacked with a ebill, and, 
much to her disappointment, was unable to come downstairs;
